SHORE LEAVE NOT RPT NOT CANCELED. TWO MOST INFLUENTIAL PAPERS IN 
PORTUGAL REPORTING NEWS ACCURATELY AND CALMLY. LEFTIST PRESS 
GIVING EXERCISE SENSATIONALIST TREATMENT. END SUMMARY. 
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2. NATO EXERCISE "LOCKED GATE" PROCEEDING ON SCHEDULE. DITTO 
TRAINING FLIGHTS. SHORE LEAVES FOR CREWS HAVE NOT RPT NOT BEEN 
CANCELED AND THERE IS NO INTENTION TO CANCEL THEM. 

2. MEDIA REACTION TO EXERCISE ABOUT WHAT EXPECTED. TELEVISION

OR IT REMAINS IN A MILITARY BLOC WHICH HAS NO IMMEDIATE 
EFFECT ON PORTUGUESE POLITICAL LIFE." 

4. MORNING O SECULO FEB I CALLED NATO EXERCISE AN ACT OF 
INTIMIDATION. AUTHOR OF PIECE, A WELL-KNOWN LEFTIST, SAYS PORTU- 
GAL DID NOT ASK U.S. FOR PROTECTION AND CALLS UPON PORTUGAL TO 
GET OUT OF NATO. 

5. WEEKLY SEMPRE FIXE FEB 1 SAYS NATO EXERCISE IS REFLECTION OF 
U.SM INTEREST IN MAINTAINING AND SAFEGUARDING ITS ECONOMIC 
INVESTMENTS IN EUROPE. 

6. VIRTUALLY ALL PAPERS REPORT TRAINING FLIGHTS OVER PORTUGUESE 
"NATIONAL" TERRITORY. SOME SUGGEST THIS IS OFFENSIVE TO

7. COMMENT: AFTERNOON TABLOIDS, O SECULO AND SEMPRE FIXE, ARE

PAPERS TO BE MANIPULATED BY THE COMMUNIST PARTY AND EXTREME 
LEFTISTS. DIARIO DE NOTICIAS IS FAST GAINING A REPUTATION FOR 
REPORTING THE NEWS FAIRLY AND COMPREHENSIVELY, AND IS CONSIDERED 
A MODERATE SOCIALIST PAPER. EXPRESSO IS LIBERAL-INDEPENDENT AND 

IS THE MOST INFLUENTIAL NEWSPAPER AMONG THE PEOPLE WHO COUNT. 
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
